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‘Raised Note’ Passed 


The Secret Service is inves¬ 
tigating an illegal $20 bill that 
was paid to the Sierra Madre 
News by one of the utility 
customers. 

All four corners of a $1 
bill with the engraving of 
George Washington had been 
taped over the $20 insignia 
so that at a glance the bill 
appeared to be a $20 instead 


of what it really was- -a $1 
bill. 

According to Ashley Wil¬ 
liams, special agent in charge 
of the Los Angeles Field Of¬ 
fice of the Secret Service, this 
is called a “raised note” and 
the office investigates these 
notes because they are con¬ 
sidered counterfeit currency. 

It is one of the three crimes 


in the area investigated by the 
Secret Service with the other 
two being counterfeiting and 
forgery of government checks. 

Williams explained that 
people perpetrating a raised 
note crime tear off different 
comers of four $20 bills. When 
the suspect has accumulated 
all four corners, he very care¬ 
fully tapes the corners over 


the $1, aug citing the bill 
19 times. 

The crime .. usually done 
by an individual who does 
perhaps 12 and quits. There 
are only about 2000 of these 
passed in Greater Los An¬ 
geles over a year’s period, 
he saia, and explained that 
counterfeiting is a far greater 
threat to the economy.

Secret Service seized 90% 
of the $18 Zi million worth of 
counterfeit bills printed last 
year in the Los Angeles area. 

Nationwide, 90% of the 
$80 million was seized. 

is there anything we as 
citizens can do about this 
crime? 

Of course, the most im¬ 
portant thing we can do if 


we realize one of these bills 
has been passed is to note the 
description of the person and 
get the license number of his 
or her auto. 

“Don’t take someone into 
custody and don’t give the 
note back to the person who 
tried to pass it to you,” he 
suggested. Call the police 
with a description of the per¬ 


son and circumstances. 

One of the managers of a lo¬ 
cal financial institution says 
she has seen many of them. 
“It’s been going on two or 
three years to my knowledge. 
When I was an operations 
officer of another branch, we 
received them in merchants’ 
deposits.” 

Another manager of a fi¬ 


nancial institution had heard 
of them in seminars but had 
pever seen any of them. She 
termed it “a common fraud.” 

Although the numbers to 
be found in Sierra Madre are 
probably low, merchants 
and residents of the foothill 
area should be on the lookout 
for these bills, cautions Wil¬ 
liams. 
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Returning Local Resident 
Reminisces Affectionately 


Former Sierra Madrean 
Kenneth Allen has $100 “for 
anyone who can prove to me 
the mountains behind us are 
other than Sierra Madre 
Mountains.” 

Allen stopped in at the 
News office to reminisce and 
to describe as his pet peeves 
those people who refer to the 
Sierra Madre Mountains as 
the San Gabriels. 

“The San Gabriel is a 
mission,” he laughs. 

“Years ago our settlers got 
together in a little group and 
said ‘What shall we name this 
town?’ They decided to name 
it after our mountains. They 
didn’t name it San Gabriel,” 
Allen explains. 

Allen lived here from 1923 
to 1947 when he moved to 
St. George, Utah. 


“I was a rowdy little kid 
and on a dare from the older 
kids would go up into the 
loft of Pinney House in the 
dark of night with two mat¬ 
ches. Those older kids only 
gave you two of those large 
matches and you had to get 
up to the window in the tower 
even though there were no 
steps then, just the frames. 
It was pitch black. I couldn’t 
see my hand in front of my 
face. When i got up to the 
loft, I had to light a match 
to prove I was there. The 
second match would light my 
way down,” he pointed to the 
illustration of the Pinney 
House shown in last week’s 
edition of the News. 

He remembered the Wark 
boys—Billy the wrestler and 
Jerry the boxer. “They used 
to beat the daylights out of 


me. I boxed in the Navy be¬ 
tween 1934 and 1938. Then 
I went back in between ’41 
and ’45.” 

“Sierra Madre still has the 
nicest people. It’s the finest 
town I ever lived in or ever 
will. I was walking down the 
street here in Sierra Madre 
and wondered if they still do 
what they used to do— say 
‘Good morning.’ I have car¬ 
ried that Sierra Madre trait 
all my life. Away from the 
town sometimes people ig¬ 
nore you when you say ‘Good 
morning’ and 1 laugh out 
loud at them. Here when 1 
was walking down the streets 
I said ‘Good morning’ and 
sure enough, they answer me 
back here.” 

Allen is visiting his sister 
and brother-in-law, the Ken 
Picketts.

California Residents Have the Option 
To Buy New Reflectorized Plates 


California has newly-design¬ 
ed auto license plates that have 
been available since Dec. 13, 
and they are not only changed 
in colors but also in general 
topography. 

According to Alice Garcia 
from the W. Covina Depart¬ 
ment of Motor Vehicles of¬ 
fice, the background is while 
with an insignia “The Golden 
State” in gold across the bot¬ 
tom of the plate. On the top 
reads “California” in red. 
There is a picture of an orange 
sun between “for” in Cali¬ 
fornia. Letters are blue. Cali¬ 
fornia residents can opt to 
have their plates reflectorized 
so that visibility is improved 


100 times over the old plates. 
Garcia states they are visible 
at 1500 feet. She adds they are 
40% more legible than the 
painted plates and “are a lot 
safer.” 

To see an auto parked on 
a winding road would be much 
more difficult without the 
reflectorized plates. The new 
plates actually appear to light 
up, she says. 

Seven years ago, the State 
Legislature ordered that re¬ 
flectorized plates be intro¬ 
duced but budget cuts and 
contract problems held up 
issuance of the plates, Garcia 
says. 

Special windows have been 


set up in the larger DMV of¬ 
fices around the state since all 
156 field offices are required 
to have the new plates avail¬ 
able. The closest office in this 
foothill area is located at 49 
S. Rosemead Blvd. in Pasa¬ 
dena. 

Anyone can buy a new li¬ 
cense plate whether or not 
he or she has bought a new 
car. Auto owners wanting to 
turn back old plates for the 
new reflectorized ones may 
do so by showing their regis¬ 
tration cards to any local 
DMV office and paying $12, 
$5 for the plate and $7 for 
the substitute application. The 
same is true of transfers for 
out-of-state cars. 


The charge of license plates 
for new cars is $5 only since 
a substitute application is 
unnecessary. 

Personalized plates went 
up in cost as of Jan. 1 so they 
now cost $40 for the reflec¬ 
torized material. If one of 
those is lost, it costs $35 to 
replace. 

The original “environ¬ 
mental” — personalized — 
plates cost $25. The DMV 
was reimbursed $16.06 to pro¬ 
duce the plate and the State 
Environmental Fund received 
$8.94 out of that amount. 
Now, however, the reflector¬ 
ized environmental plates are 
$40, a rise in $5 from the 


$35. Of this extra $5, $1.11 
goes back to the DMV and the 
balance, $8.89, goes to the 
environmental fund. 

The money is used in var¬ 
ious projects from improving 
the environment to research 
and cleaner air. Funds are 
available to cities, counties, 
districts, even the Universities 
of California, Garcia adds. 

About a decade ago the 
blue background plates were 
introduced since the state 
ran out of numbers on the 
original black background 
plates which dale back to 1963. 

“When we got up to ZZZ- 
999 we simply had to do some¬ 
thing, so we reversed the 
numbers and letters.”

Reconstruction Work Begins 
On Sierra Madre Boulevard 


West Sierra Madre Blvd. 
in Sierra Madre is beginning 
to take on a new look as 
workmen remove curbs and 
gutters preparatory to re¬ 
placing the pavement in four 
, blocks of the main street 
from Michillinda Ave. east¬ 
ward to Lima. 

According to Tom Kirk, 
city engineer, streets will be 
torn up in that area for about 
two months unless the weather 
holds so that workmen are 
able to complete the paving 
in less time. Work began Jan. 
3 by Security paving, contrac¬ 
tors who won the low bid of 
$193,000 over 10 others. 

Kirk says this is a “very 
good price” since engineers 
anticipated nearly double 
that amount. 

Los Angeles County is 


doing the survey, inspection 
and coordination ot the pro¬ 
ject, Kirk says. 

Sunnyside and Park will 
be closed for the first three 
of four weeks of construction 
to through traffic from the 
south. Motorists will be un¬ 
able to get onto Sierra Madre 
Blvd. from either of those 
streets on the south. Of course, 
Park does not go through 
anyway, Kirk adds. 

Road contractors will be 
removing the crown out of 
the street, the high point in 
the middle which orginally 
made up the old Red Car 
tracks through the city. Re¬ 
placement of that section of 
the street was necessary be¬ 
cause of the “washboards” 
caused bv those old tracks. 

“Sierra Madre is one of two 


streets the Federal Government 
will allow us to spend Federal 
Aid Urban funds for. Since 
the rest of the boulevard was 
completed, it was the logical 
thing to do with the money. 
Orange Grove is the candi¬ 
date for the next rpund of 
federal fund,” Kirk says.

Keeping Up With the Soaps

There are three new laws recently passed 
to ease the life of handicapped drivers as of 
Jan. 1. 

They include the following: directing cer¬ 
tain gas stations to provide them refueling 
service, increasing penalties for unlawfully 
parking in space designated for handicapped, 
permitting disabled drivers from other states 
and jurisdictions the same parking privileges 
as handicapped drivers. 

Also included is general tightening up use of 
laws against use by those other than disabled 
persons of the blue handicapped parking pla¬ 
card. They also establish counterfeiting and 
other manipulations of such placards as a mis¬ 
demeanor. 

Assemblyman Gerald Felandro of San 
Pedro is responsible for the refueling measure 
(AB 2461). It adds that a violation of the mea¬ 
sure is an infraction punishable by a fine of 
$25. The measure does not apply to self-service 
gas stations or convenience stores. 

An increase in the minimum fine for unlaw¬ 
ful parking in a space designated for handi¬ 
capped parking is contained in another Felando 
measure, AB 3053. That fine is upped to $50. 

The third measure (AB 3270, by Marian La 
Follette of Woodland Hills) extends parking pri¬ 
vileges afforded California handicapped drivers 
to disabled drivers from other states and areas 
provided they display insignia of their own jur¬ 
isdictions.

ing the holidays, Sierra Madre 
Police Chief Bill Betts also 
notes that arrests have doubled 
for December, 1982 over the 
two previous years. 

There were seven reported 
in 1980, eight in ’81, and 16 
in 1982. 

“I can’t assess if it is an 
increase of actual drunk dri- 
.ving or if it means that the 
police officers’ activity has 
increased,” he said Tuesday 
morning. 

‘‘Society’s and the court’s 
attitudes are getting tougher. 

I don’t believe the public is 
willing to tolerate injuries and 
losses as they did in the past. 
Everyone has come to realize 
we have to tighten up on drunk 
driving. Next year there should 
be fewer violators,” Betts 
says. 

He believes the reason for 
more violations before New 
Year’s Eve is because during 
the Christmas season there 
were more parties with fewer 
parties between the two holi¬ 
days because of the lack of 
time. “People cleaned up 
their act for New Year’s,” 
he added. 

In Los Angeles County, 
there were almost 20% more 
drunk driving arrests and 
nearly 24% statewide this year, 
according to the California 
Highway Patrol figures.

Unhappy With Arcadia 
Barricade Problems 

It was very disturbing to 
read Mayor Pellegino’s let¬ 
ter in the December 23 Sierra 
Madre News. Either Mr. Pcl- 
legino is deliberately trying 
to hide important facts from 
the public, or this mayor of 
Arcadia is citing legal docu¬ 
ments with only a minimal 
undersatanding of their con¬ 
tent. 

I am referring to thc case 
of Rumford v Berkeley, 
mentioned by Mr. Pellegino 
in his letter. In this case, 
the Supreme Court of Cali¬ 
fornia declared that cities 
do not have thc authority 
• “to divert traffic by erecting 
I barriers for the purpose of 
! shifting traffic from ’local’ 
streets” because cities arc 
| not permitted “to close a 
street to through traffic while 
I allowing its use for neigh¬ 
borhood purposes.” These 
| are quotations from the court’s 
i decision, and anyone fami¬ 
liar with the Arcadia regula¬ 
tions at this intersection 
knows that this is exactly 
what Arcadia has attempted 
to do! 

I am pleased to say that I 
recently defended myself suc¬ 
cessfully in court for a cita¬ 
tion issued at this intersec¬ 
tion, and that my challenge 
of the legality of Arcadia’s 
barricades is currently being 
considered by the court to 
determine what corrective ac¬ 
tion Arcadia will be required 
to take.
